arly to determine. It is believed, 
however, that the usual number of 
res will be under cultivation’ ni 
when the season gets into full 
wing. Vegetable growers in the 
vergiades have in the past, more 
or less, had to take a chance any- 
way—on being able to see a crop 
mature—and also on being able to 
secure profitable prices after it 
has been matured. Taking these 
two elements of chance into con- 
sideration, it is generally thought 
that.there will be no reduction in 
acreage. As one farmer put it: 
"There is nothing to do but gos 
ahead and produce a crop and see 
how the néw tariff works out." 

New Hates Effective — 

With the exception of tomatoes 
and Irish potatoes, the lowered 
duties, 50 per cent of the old rate 

in some cases, will be effective 
during the greater part of the lo- 
cal shípping season.
